It .'shotild provide nallonal de- 
fense, police force, civil law adinlu- 
Isiratipii, crimin.il law ndiiilnlslra- 
llon, trade s,vstcm, education, san- 
Italion, care of the poor. All these 
activities are cheap, some even 
yield revenue. Need tor Inxntlon Is 
incurred by stepping oulaldo lho.'<r. 
and ,ilso by corruption and useless 
public works. 

«The first thing tliat the Govern- 
ment Is doing is abdicating part of 
lis functions by forming commis- 
sions which have lo be paid cither 
to inquire, iidmlnlstcr or Judge. 
Secondly, it hii.s gone Into unres- 
tricted functions such as the busi- 
ness of railways, pra ii Inisiiicss and 
the radio. Thus there is too much 
rcsimenlntion.

The Government Is interfering 
with the big businesses In the law 
of supply and dcmnn^. The indus- 
tries which arc now protesting 
against this formally asked for in- 
terference In the form of bonuses. 
The objection to'big Uuslhcss today 
Is that in the Joint' stock-company 
with limited liabilities, con-uption 
has come in. Today people are more 
interested In speculation than In 
the actual dividends. The object of 
this corruption Is to hide ttio rate of 
profit and In this way to avoid 
taxation. Thus they get help from 
the Government oniy to cheat It. In 
this way, the stock company sys- 
tem la rapidly committing suicide. 
The result is that people sec the 
capital collecting to exploit them- 
selves the inquiries are being put 
on fool. ^ 

The situation in Canada is worse 
than anywhere else because no po- 
litical upheaval la needed to bring 
about the change lo communism. 

At the conclusion of the iiddrens,

ScHHtor A. K. fliigcsson Acts As Speaker — David Le-wis 
Contends Popular Front Parliament Deaerves De- 
mocratic Support — Fascism Threatens Individual 
And Community Life — Cnroll Claims No Nation 
lias Right to Interfere With Another's Internal 
Affairs 

A VA.ST majority of almost 600 people approved the Govern- 
ment's re.soIution that "The Democratic Nations of the 
World have Fîetrayed Spain" at the Old Boys' Mock Parliament 
held in tho .McGiil Union la.st night. 

The people of Spain, looking forward to something better, 
somf:thin« tMc.y had a right to cx^xict after centuries of mi.sery 
and .subjection, when they elected a con.stitutional Popular Front 
government in February 1936, arc now being threatened with an 
oven wor.sc fate than they .suffered in the pa.st.

This i.s true betrayal," 
thus did Mr, David L-cwi.s, Prime .Mini.stcr, .sum up hh argurnsnt 
in favour of the re.soIution presented to the Hou.sc: "Re.soIved 
That Tho Democratic Countries Of The World Have Betrayed 
Spain." 

Lewis Reviews Spain Revolt 
After being called upon by the Speaker of the House, the 
Hon. A. K. Hugea.son, to defend the resolution pre'/iou.ily an- 
nounced by the Clerk of the House, Prime Minister Lewis hasti- 
ly reviewed the political history 
of the Spanish republic imme- 
diately prior to the outbreak of 
the revolt. Pointing out the 
fact that the parliament then 

in existence was elected by the Span- 
ish people, in the hope that It would 
raise them from their state of illiteracy 
and subjection which had arlaen from 
the fact tha^ the wealth of the country 
waa controlled by only 10,000 people, 
and that these people were Invaded by 
.Moors from Morrocco. Foreign Legion- 
naires from Morrocco, and threatened 
by Gcraian and Italian armaments. Mr. 
Lewis advanced as the reason for this 
invasion, for an inva.?;oa he contended 
It lo be, the determination of the finan- 
cial Interests in Spain, to prevent the 
legal government of the country from 
carrying out its program of beneficial 
reform promised In the election cam- 
palgn. The revolt led by Franco in- 
stigated by the fascist countries. Italy 
and Gcrnuny, who had determined to 
make Spain their next victim. 
Democracy In Danger 
The prime minister contended that 
Fascism is a threat to everything that 
is worthwhile and fine In the life of 
tho individual and the community. It 
is a threat not only in the country In 
which it exists but all over the world 
Therefore, by failing 'o aid democracy 
in Spain, the democratic countries of 
tho world are endangering their vc.~y 
c.vistonce. 

The resolution was seconded by ; 
Piofessor Korscy. who contended that j 
the non-intervention pact was contrary 
to International law, and was a direct ' 
capitulation to the fascist bluff», since i 
It was known that they had no inten- !

I^ERTATNLY one of the most outstanding 
^ Mock Parliamcnt-s in the long history 
nf the Debating: Union was staged last night 
before an enthusiastic audience that seemed 
to feel intuitively that a drama was being 
enacted that approached very rlosely ac- 
tuality.

stance, to the tremendous throngs who 
patronize debates at the University of 
Toronto, largely student audiences? Tinily, 
the subject under discussion last night was 
vital and alive in every sense, and thor- 
ouThly dealt with in its vai'ious phases. 
Debaters have seldom reached the high 
c'-est of .wit that was attained last night. 
Yet students stayed home.

Under the competent sponsorship of 
the committee now in charge that can be 
done. The_be5t of luck. Debating Union! 
And may the students show their approval 
in the one concrete manner possible — at- 
tendance ! 

A Nursery For Actors 

AN innovation has been announced by 
the Players' Club in its program for 
the year— a nursery for budding actors! 
A well-known stage and screen artist 
when approached and asked how he achieve 
ed his effects on the stage, replied that 
he did not know "it just comes naturally". 
Messrs.^ Stanislavski and Meierhold were 
not satisfied with this vague explanation 
and proceeded to analyze the actors and ac- 
tresses in t€rms of their ability to act 
NATURALLY. They incorporated their 
investigation into two systems of acting 
— out of which a mean system— the Vakh- 
tangov method lias been Bynthesizcd. 

Rehearsals for production are all too 
little concerned with dramatic training. 
It is usually a touch and go affair, most- 
ly go — it is a speed-up in dramatic produc- 
tion — ^as though we could equal the speed 
of industrial production. Whatever we 
may think, this is the tendency in the 
modern commercial theatre as well as on 
the amateur stage. We cannot stampede 
art! If we do, we get mechanized, unna- 
tural and stiff production.?. The Players 
Theatre School is a definite attempt to 
fi'l the void that is felt in this campus ac- 
tivity. 

The class will work along the Vakh- 
tangov method which has naturalness as 
its basic foundation. This Nursery of the 
Players' Club has as its main purpose to 
throw members into active participation 
in dramatic exerci.«.es. The great advan 
tage of such a class will be that there will 
ba no hodge-podge of rapid direction that 
j'onerally occurs in rehearsing for a play. 
'J'he Cub has felt that with a definite 
knowledge of the meaning of the concen- 
Irat'on, attitude, stage-presence and inter- 
relationships, there will Iw a consolation of 
the framework of future productions. 

The amateur theatre has always suf- 
fered a tremendous lack of experience in 
training and their productions have suf- 
fered accordingly. The institution of a 
class wbfjçç^jone can develo)) one's creative 
potentialîiiesf along accepted lines is a dis- 
tinct advance. It is a step forward to be 
able to understand intellectually the essen- 
tials of acting. True the actO)- must do- 
nate something creative, something that 
lights up his talent. But as a prerequisite 
to all this there is a derided need for the 
conscious application and development of 
the facuitij* ^ — 
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Church Music

.ivorhite present-day scrvlco In a rrolestanl church 
in this city consists, musically speafclncr, of nn organ 
prelude and po.^tlude, nn anthem, a solo (u.«unlly from 
"Klijah") and about five hymns. These latter are 
what 1 am voncerned about at the moment. To put 
it bricny, the discretion exercised In their choice Is 
appalling. One of them must ot necessit)' be a chil- 
dren's hymn (at the morning service anyway) and 
the number ot children's hymns Is adnilttedly limited, 
iMit that I» no reason for contlmilntr (o choose the 
most sickly «entimental ones of those available. 

When wo come to the Kencml hymns there ta 
even less excuse for the t.iste employed In the aclecl- 
lons. Who wants to listen to the same hymn, how- 
ever (fooil. for three Sundays in ^y row? E^'cn fewer 
will want to liHen to it when it 1» represenlallvo of 
the wcrscr composing efforts of the last century. 
Those responsible for I lie choice could make a Ions 
step ahead If they would only manaBC to prevent re- 
petitions more than twice a year. 

E^-en without repetltlon.1 on the grand scale, the 
selector .seemn to be in a bad way. HIa knowledge 
of hymns Is apparently limited to about thirty-five or 
forty, nnd theee nie by no means the best In the 
.Avcmge hymnal. There afe any number ot perfectly 
firood, stirring hymns lyinor dusty and rusUnr In tlio 
index ot the book. We should hear some of the older 
hymns more often, or at least somo ot the older 
iunta, ConmreKations would be far more Mllafied to 
bellow out "X Safe Stronthold" t* Luther'* own 
music than to be continually moaniuf the milky 
wnterlness of a John Bacchui Dykea or » Hwry 
Uaker. Bach wrote a great quantity of really fine 
liymn tunes, and yet it is a rare and wondrous oc- 
casion to hear his setting» In a hymn.

We have, in fact, gono to the other extreme 
from' bellicose nationalism. It ia difficult fof-us to 
appr«c'ate the viewpoint of peoples bred in the 
groups of armed camps that constitute the nations of 
Kurape. This article Is an attempt to correct our 
myopic vision, but the writer has not found It easy to 
eradicate the pacifist prejudices with which he has 
been inculcated since be gave up jMip anil 'took to 
corn-flakes. 

This is the tale ot the greatest Blaekshirt ot 
them all, and It essays to show just how he got away, 
I.'nfoun<jed aMUmption.'s may b© attributed to the 
smoke-screen ot pacifist vapourings which obscures 
the sun ot impartial enllglitenment in our land. 

Once upon a time, when the stout-hearted, If 
scrawny-bodied, English proletariat were crooning 
bcerlly, "We don't want to fight but. By Jingo, if 
v.e do!" there was born in the sleepy little Italian 
village of Dovia a iHilc stranger who wa« evidently 
unaware that the Italian birth-rate was declining. 

The brawny smith, h>s old man, iisd inblbed the 
pernicious doctrines of Surplus Value and the Class 
War, and young Ben (for so our hero was named) 
constslently made high Marx at school. According 
to old Alec, Parliamentary Government displayed un- 
mistakable symptoms of desuetude. Communism wan 
civilization. Democracy was disease. Though the 
words of politicians were smoother than floating 
power, yet was there nothing under the hood save 
greasy machinations. The most prominent thing 
about the prominent men in l'arllutnent was their 
walst-llne, and the effrontery to fill it. They speech- 
ifled Interminably and inconsistently in tedious and 
soporific platitudes t«: lull the people to sleep, Tholr 
platforms were masterpieces of Jerry building. 

Capitalists should be regarded with ail the tend- 
erness ot sentiment one Is apt to feel tor it dull rssor. 
Their hearts are alwsys on the same side as their 
pocket-i)ooks, 

Imbued with these pre-conceivsd notions on de- 
mocratic micgovcrnment and ospltailstlc entorpribe, 
it Is not surprising thai young Ben was In his flam- 
ing youth an ardent Red, organising Trade Unions, 
and Inciting strikes. But while i}t was doing manual 
lai>our ot the lowest sort in order to acquire that 
highly expensive commodity, an education, ho tuurnt 
nut a little about the other aide of the question, lie 
'iiecovered that a great muny workers ara luzy and 
focklcos, prsferring to warm their posteriors rather 
than to sweat with honest toil'. He found that too 
many Soc'alist leaders were ranting demagogues who 
lined their pockets with Union funds and kept- well 
in the background when strikes became violent. They 
wbre not interested In helping the unfortimuto 
peasants of Southern Italy because the rarmsrs/had 
little cash to spare for Union fees. Their shameless 
griifting and unmitigated pusillanimity sickened him, 
Ills (earless criticism of their inlqutious practices 
made him unpopular, especially when the imm|n*nce 
of war led him to oppose their "psacs at any price" 
policy. 

War experience made him, not an •mbillered 
iMcifist nor a callous racketeer, but a milllarislio pa- 
triot. Tho bungling Inconipetenca of the I'arlla- 
menuiry Qoverpthcnt at tho Peace Conference 
prompted him to approve the soisure of Industry by 
the Reds. But when the latter, following their niis- 
i/>mary t>ptte}f of greedy self-interest and unchecked 
by responsibility, l^itoke op<n factôiy safes and pri- 
vately pocf(st«d^tHoL-d)bs, while encouraging thtlr

This 
was given what is kno^vn as a representative per- 
formance. 

It was followed by Bax' Third Symphony, new to 
this reviewer, and very interesting. Opening with an 
inexplicable oriental passage on a solo horn, which 
seemed to have no conceivable relation to the rest of 
the symphony— It migiit have been a passing reter- 
enco to Shan Kar— .tho music gradually oVolves into 
a theme slow, idyllic, and spacious. This Is interrupt- 
ed by a loud, clamorous theme; It retunis; then 
Uicra is ft reiteration of the loud theme, breaking off 
in tho middle to the surprise of tho audience which 
takes some seconds to retxlzo that the movement is 
over. Tho second movomonl. after entliuslastic be- 
ginning, rovorls to a sombre, ominous mood, which 
becomes moro and more intense. Tho third movcmcni 
gives the Impression ot subdued i<iepaialiou— trum- 
pets, the KURgcsHon of marching feet, nil apparently 
leading up to something loud and oxcHIng; but the 
movement ends quietly énoUgh;' and there nro only 
three movomonts, Ono wondeni If this was the com- 
poser's original plan. 

After tho intermission came Mendelssohn pour- 
Ing his little soul forth. Mendelssohn's chief claim 
to bo remembered is tho Spring Song. We venture to 
predict that It will live on as long as Fanny Brico 
does. 

The programme ended witli the rrolude and 
IJebestod from Trlslnn and Isolde. This was played 
very well Indeed. Wo take pleasure In musing over 
data given In Iho program to tho effect that M'ognor 
lived twice as long as Mendelssohn.
